Td-day. the 
Chinese Government deny — thot 
evidence. Knowing as everyone does 
the resources at the Government's 
disposal, It may be naserted * that, 
unless miracle happens, the facts 
will be made to fit that denial, 

In other words, if the British 
Miniater,Js unnble to bring the Chinese - 
authorities to a realization of tho 
overwhelming fidvantage of a fronk 
admission of the outrage committed, 
Mr. Thorburn’s return to his friends 
is so problematical ax to be almost 
outside the bounds of possibillty, It 
seems tu be the belief that the British 
community and thelr foreign friends 
ace in this affair nothing but. an- 
opportunity for making capital, in 
respect of the projected abolition of 
éxtraterritoriality.” If ‘that were” so 
the blame would Ile solely on the 
shoulders of the Chinese Government 
who are natute enough to discern the 
inconsistency of thein handling of this’ 
case with thetr protestations regard. 
ing their ability to protect the lives 
uf foreign nationals, 


“Clear Suggestion... 


For, first of all there is the clear 
suggestion that had Mr. Thorburn 
been a» Russian and therefore, ondow- 
ed with no extraterritorial rights, the 
fate.which befell hint would have been 
bluntly and, indeed, casually admitted. 
fecondly, it should. ogain be 
emphasized that here the action 
challenged 1s not that of bandits 
in some remote tract of a 
distant province but of — officials 
of the Chinese Government function- 
ing In Nanking's own province. But 
the question of %xtraterritoriality, 
vital though it be, Is not the primary 
factor in the strong resentment of the 
British community, They are con- 
cerned because the recognized

The Players ‘Analysed. 


From this distance, any attempt 
at analysis of the players, i4 ex- 
tremely. difficult.
